etnee.  Kveiy  one  endeavours  to  live 
above  his  condition;  fome  for  oftenta- 
ii*Mi,  and  to  make  a  ihew  of  their  wealth  ; 
ot tiers  through  a  inillaken  Ihanie,  and  to 
eh»ke  their  poverty.  Thus  the  diftinc- 
tioii  of  ranks  in  lociety  are  thrown  down : 
Kiehes  arc  looked  upon  as  the  only  fup- 
port  to  the  hig licit  enjoyments,  to  ob¬ 
tain  which  ail  the  methods  of  chicanry, 

1  a  pine  and  extortion  arc  txereifed.  The 
votaries  of  virtue  are  content  to  pay 
their  adorations  in  filence  to  that  amiable 
deity,  uithout  daring  to  avow  their  fen- 
liments  in  public.  At  lalt  every  thing 
grows  venal  and  corrupt.  The  very  li¬ 
berty’  of  their  country  is  bartered  for 
gold.  Some  of  their  neighbours  take 
.advantage  of  this  general  corruption; 
and  being  more  powerful,  and  more  vir^ 
tuous  than  they,  liibdue  the  country  by 
force,  as  its  cncminated  inhabitants  are 
no  longer  able  to  defend  it,  or  (w'hich  is 
.a  more  certain  mcthoil)  bribe  the  venal 
governors.  This  is  the  fatal  circle 
which  molt  of  the  kingdoms  that  have 
lloiirilhcd,  and  are  now  fubverted,  have 
run. 

•  I'o  an  impartial  cbferver  it  will  ap¬ 
pear,  that  the  exiftenceof  kingdoms,  and 
of  human  bodies,  arc  much  the  fame. 
They  have  their  youth,  manhood,  and 
old  age  in  common :  The  only  ditfcrciicc 
we  can  perceive  is,  that  the  human  body 
may  be  cut  off  by  a  variety  of  diltempers, 
w  hile  liuwiry  is  the  only  didemper  that 
ever  occafioned  the  death  of  a  boily  po¬ 
litic. 

Thefc  are  the  confcqucnccs  of  luxury 
in  a  national  fenfe:  it  now  only  remains 
tt>  conlider  its  efieids  in  a  perfonai;  in 
which  light  wc  will  find  them  fraught 
with  confequcnces  full  as  dreadful. 

Mankind,  in  the  early  ages  of  the 
world,  before  the  formation  of  focic- 
lics,  mftead  of  gratifying  their  appetites 
fefter  the  modern  way,  contented  them- 
lelves  with  Uipplying  the  bare  wants  of 
nature.  Their  fiMKl  was  the  fruits  of 
trees,  and  the  roots  of  hcibs,  in  the  con- 


limpid  dream  furnidied  them  wdth  drink,  5 
and  the  fkins  of  w'lid  bealls  fupplied  : 
them  w  ith  a  covering  from  the  inclemen¬ 
cy  of  the  air.  Duriitg  the  time  this 
way  of  living  continued,  they  enjoyed  ; 
long  and, healthy  lives;' but,  when  mu¬ 
tual  convenience,  and  that  cxpcnfive  fo- 
cial  principle,  which  is  inherent  in  the 
bread  of  man,  had  drawn  them  together 
into  communities,  the  .vicious- and  the 
indolent  made  it  their  only  bufinefs  to 
contrive  gratifications  for  their  ienfual 
appetites.  They  racked  their  brains  to 
invent  new'  modes  of  cookery,  and  be¬ 
came  ikllled  in  all  the  arts  of  gorman¬ 
dizing:  they  indilled  the  fame  principle 
into  others.  Thofe  who  w’cre  fo  weak, 
or  fo  foolifli,  as  to  adopt  their  maximA,  : 
found  their  error  wlien  it  was  too  late.  ^ 
After  the  ruin  of  their  fortune  and  con- 
ditution,  they  were  obliged  to  drag  out  \ 
the  remains  of  a  miferable  life,  torment¬ 
ed  with  goats,  and  all  the  excruciating 
pains  w  hich  arc  the  concomitants  of  this  | 
vice. — Mr  Addifon,  in  the  Spe^ator,

Preserver.  There  is  nothing  more  be¬ 
coming  than,  on  every  renewed  oppor¬ 
tunity,  exprefiing  odr  gratitude  "and 
thankfulnel'a  to  our  bountiful  benefactor, 
Ibr  the  many  favours  he  is  picafed  to  con¬ 
fer  upon  us.  To  attend  to  this  is  the  duty 
and  conftant  endeavour  of  every  good 
man;  and  it  ii  to  be  obferved,  that  in 
proportion  to  that  belief  and  apprehen- 
fion  that  is  entertained  of  a  Supreme  Be¬ 
ing,  in  the  fame  degree  will  our  venera¬ 
tion  and  efteem  of  him  be  expreffed ;  fo 
that  if  our  belief  is  firm,*  and  our  appre- 
henfions  clear,  our  oblcrvancc  of  this 
duty  will  be  more  precifeand  punctual:

But  I  hope,  with 
the  impartial  inquirer,  as  well  as  the 
genuine  votary  of  true  religion,  cirfiom 
and  falhion  will  never  lie  allowed  to  have 
fulficient  force  to  give  fanCtion  to  any 
thing  that,  from  found  rcafon  or  religion, 
fiiall  appear  to  be  indecent  and  impro¬ 
per. 

.  1  amlikewiTe  aware,  that  there  will  be 
many  who  w  ill  be  apt  to  look  upon  the 
whole  as  too  trifling  to  command  their 
attention,  and  be  difpofed  to  pronounce 
the  writer  of  this  to  be  of  too  critical  and 
contracted  a  turn  of  mind,  if  not  a  down¬ 
right  enthufiafi.  Such  who  think  fo, 
would  do  well  to  confidcr  the  fentimenti 
of  thefe  ingenious  perfons  whofe  names 
are  at  the  head  of  this  paper,  and  they 
will  inform  them,  that  things  of  fmaH 
confideration  arc  not  to  be  overlooked

The  decency  and  prepriety  of  acknow¬ 
ledging  the  Supreme  Being,  in  all  that 
we  do,  and  in  an  efpecial  manner  in  all 
that  we  receive  from  him,  is  in  itfclf  fcf 
obvious,  that  1  can  icarce  perfuadc  my-* 
felf,  that  even  in  this  inflance  it  needf 
any  illuftration  to  confirm  it.

glors  of  Cod ;  and  that  meats  God 
hath  ordained  to  he  received  nvith 
ihankfgiving  of  them  *which  believe 
and  knofio  the  truth*  Yoq*  will  allow 
me  only  farther  to  add,  that  the  uniform 
practice  which  prevails  almoft  with  every 
civilized  nation,  puts  it  beyond  all  doubt, 
that  it  is  necelfary  and  highly  proper  that

I  could  name  many  other  perfons  in  the 
theatre  who  fairly  claim  more  than  com¬ 
mon  approbation;  but  the  impartial 
judgment  of  the  town  will,  1  dare  fay, 
anticipate  my  ideas,  and  tre;it  the  flan- 
ders  of  Candidas  with  the  contempt 
they  deferve.  1  declare  1  am  wholly  un¬ 
known  to  the  manager;  yet  gratitude 
for  the  delight  I  have  received  from  his 
great  abilities,  and  the  honeft  refentment 
I  fee!  at  feeing  his  uncommon  affiduity 
and  diligence  infulted  by  the  rancorous 
malignity  of  your  correfpondent ;  that, 
and  that  only  induces  me  to  diftinguifh 
the  poilbnous  (hafts  of  an  inveterate 
and  lonv  enemy,  from  the  candid  animad- 
verlions  of  the  real  critic*  I  am  tpld 
there  arc  no  lefs  than  ten  performers- 
who  played  laft  feafon,  who  will  not  be 
engaged  the  cnfiiing  one :  I  have  reafon 
to  believe  my  information  is  true ;  Can* 
didus  confcqucntly  has  affierted  a  no¬ 
torious  falfehood,  in  faying,  the  whole 
company  (except  one  man)  arc  engaged 
for  next  winter.

His  reputa¬ 
tion  is  blallcd,  his  conftitution  worn  out, 
by  the  extravagance  and  ill  hours  of  his 
profeffion ;  be  is  now  incapable  of  allu¬ 
ring  his  dupes,  and,  like  a  luperannuat* 
cd  lav  jtge  of  the;forert,  he  isllaiwed  for 
want  of  vngour  to  hunt  for  prey.

I  AM  rCcidy  to  anfwer  your  qiieftions 
al)out  dividing  your  time  ari{:ht,and 
to  give  you  the  hoil  directions  I  can  on 
that  point.  It  is  of  the  greatelt  moment 
to  happinefs.  Your  defiring  information 
on  this  head  plcafes  me  much,  though, 
as  I  fai<l  belore,  1  think  you  do  not  (land 
in  need  of  it;  however,  I  will  exprefs 
myfelf  as  if  you  did,  that  I  may  give 
iny  meaning  more  clear  and  to  the  pur- 
pofe, 

I  cannot  enter  minutely  into  particu¬ 
lars;  thoi'e  muft  occur  to  yourfelf,  as 
circumfrauces,  times,  and  occalions  fall 
out:  I  fliall  only  obferve  fome  general 
things,  and  explain  and  illuftrate  them 
to  you  in  tlic  belt  manner  I  can. 

r irjl  then,  in  order  to  employ  time 
well,  to  lay  it  out  to  purpofe,  and  in  due 
j>roportions,  it  mull  be  fiippofed  that  you 
have  time  in  your  poflellion.  The  qiief- 
tion  then  is,  how  to  purchafe  a  fufiicient 
quantum  or  ineafuie  of  time.  This  is 
not  fo  hard  for  you,  now,  at  lead,  as  tor 
many  people,  whole  time  belongs  to 
others,  not  to  tliemfelvcs  ;  who  perhaps 
are  mailers  or  inillrcires  of  families, 
who  have  vvarehonfes  or  tliops  to  look 
alter,  or  fome  other  charge  that  requires 
great  portions  of  their  lime.  Be  that  as 
it  may,  a  certain  dock  of  time  is  necef- 
fary  for  bnfmcfs,  for  improvement,  and 
for  all  the  necetfary  fimdions  of  life ; 
eating,  drinking,-  fleepiiig,  and  even  re¬ 
creation  and  diverlion  ;  for  thefe  are  ne- 
ceflary  too;  but  always  in  order  to 
qualify  ns  for  fome  better  and  more  im¬ 
portant  purpofes ;  and  are  to  be  ufed  as 
means  to  attain  fome  end  we  aim  at,' and 
not  as  the  things  therhfelves. 

How  then  are  we  to  purchafe  this  hoed 
of  time.^  Without  this  by  us,  our  time, 
however  judicioufly  didributed,  will  not 
anfwer.  For  example,  if  I  have  but  a 
crown  to  go  to  market  with,  and  mud 
nccelfarily  have  things  to  the  value  of  a 
guinea,  let  me  lay  out  my  money  ever  fo 
prudently,  it  will  not  fene  my  purpofe* 
Herein  is  evinced  the  vaft  ncceflity  of 


purchadng  as  great  a  fund  of  time  as  we 
can. 

To  this  purpofe  I  know  no  one  parti¬ 
cular  thing  fo  conducive  as  riling  early*. 
We  then  have  the  whole  day  before  us, 
can  drtfs  in  time,  breakfad  in  time,  go 
abroad  or  day  at  home  as  aHairs  demandf; 
if  the  former,  we  are  fure  of  meeting 
people  at  the  ordinary  hours  of  meals, 
bufinefs,  or  divcrfion  ;  befides,  the  mind 
is  more  frelli,  a<5live,  and  dnmg  to  apply 
to  dudy,  or  any  other  employment  that 
requires  us. 

“  An  hour  in  the  morning  is  worth 
three  in  the  afleinoon  is  a  common 
proverb,  and  I  never  knew  a  truer.  The 
light,  heat,  and  air  of  the  day,  is  more 
healthy  and  chearful  than  the  cold  dark 
damps  and  inconveniency  of  the  night. 
The  brute  creation  teaches  us  this.  The 
dumb  creatures  retire  early  to  red,  and 
get  up  betimes  to  bufy  tjiemfelvcs  in 
qued  of  food,  or  in  bringing  forth  of 
bringing  up  their  young,  or  in  providing 
for  the  winter.  Nature  indruds  them 
that  the  light  and  w  armth  of  the  fun 
makes  that  the  time  of  bufinefs ;  but  it 
w^e  will  fit  up  in  the  dead,  and  damps, 
and  darknefs  of  the  night,  expofed  to  the 
vapours  of  that  unwholefome  feafon,  we 
mud  lie  late,  and  thereby  lofe  a  great 
part  of  the  proper  time  for  bufinefs  or 
dudy;  we  mud  breakfad  when  others 
dine,  dine  wiien  others  flip,  and  fup 
when  they  deep;  fothat  cur  time  is,  as 
I  may  fay,  quite  disjointed,  and  can  ne¬ 
ver  hit  or  fquarc  with  the  times  of  bufi¬ 
nefs,  meals,  or  vilits  of  other  people.  By 
thefe  irregularities  every  thing  goes  to 
diforder  and  confiifion ;  and  befides  the 
lofsof  lb  much  time,  (and  that  the  pro¬ 
per  time),  the  indolence  and  inadlivity 
that  late  fitting  up  and  late  lying  a-bed 
creates,  renders  us  quite  unfit  and  unapt 
for  making  ufe  of  the  refidue  of  time  left 
for  addion. 

Would  not  a  merchant  be  laughed  at 
for  a  fool  or  madman,  who  fhould  loiter 
away  his  time  till  the  exchange  w-erc 
Diut,  a  minider  till  the  time  of  divine' 
fervice  were  pad,  a  lawyer  till  the  courts 
w*ere  up,  or  a  phyficlan  till  the  patient 
were ‘pad  recovery,  or  dead?  It  is  juft 
as  ridiculous  and  foolilh  in  us^tomif- 
time  the  common  affairs  and  bufinefs  of 
life.  Solomon,  I  think,  fays,  ‘'The 
flolhful  man  plow*cth  in  harveft mean¬ 
ing  that  he  mif-times  his  affairs,  and  ne- 
gledls  to  fow  his  grain,  till  others  arc 
ing  to  reap  theirs. 
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Another  means  of  piirchafing  time  is, 
when  we  forclee  a  crowd  of  things  com¬ 
ing  on  ns  together,  and  ih.d  we  lhall  be 
!uinied,to  Oeal  fome  time  before  hand, 
if  w  e  can,  to  do  fonjc  part  of  it,  or  bhxrk 
it,  as  we  fay,  and  prey  are  it,  fo  that  it 
may  become  more  eafy  aiul  light.

Tiuhe  will  be  fixed  on  as  the  limits  of  the 
RufTian  and  Ottoman  empires ;  that  the 
provinces  lituated  on  the  right  fide  of 
that  river  wall  remain  the  property  of  the 
•'Furks;  and  thofe  which  the  Rufilans 
have  com|uered  on  the  left  fide  of  the 
Danube  will  remain  in  the  poircflion  of 
Rullia.  except  the  principalities  of  Mt»l- 
ihivia  and  W'allaclila,  which  it  is  now  be¬ 
lieved  wnll  be  relic  red  to  their  antient 
poirellbrs,  who  vveie  defpoiled  of  them 
by  the  Turks ;  and  ihis  feenis  to  be  the 
more  credible,  as  the  emprefs  of  Ruflia 
hath  eflahlilhed  at  JalFy  an  archhiftiop- 
rick  and  a  biflioprick ;  fo  that  Moldavia 
at  lead  will  not  return  under  the  Otto¬ 
man  dominion. 

“  It  appears,  that  the  account  of  the 
king  of  Prufilia’b  irruption  into  Polifli 
Prulfia  is  not  fo  certain  as  has  been  given 
out;  and  there  is  reafon  to  hope  that  it 
>vill  not  totally  take  place;  becaufe  it  is 
not  probable  at  prefent  that  either  the 
court  of  Vienna  or  thrtt  of  Peterlburgh, 
will  regard  with  an  indifterent  eye  that 
province  pafiTmg  under  the  dominion  of 
ins  Pruflian  majefly.”

who  treated  the  friends  of  liberty  (here

Thtfc  young 
gentlemen,  feeing  the  ill  nfage  wuth  wdiich 
the  friends  of  liberty  w'ere  treated,  took 
up  arms  againd  the  Rufllan  troops;  but 
no  fooner  was  it  know  n  to  the  comman¬ 
der  of  the  little  Ruffian  corps,  tlian  he 
immediately  ordered  his  w  hole  corps  to 
fire  among  the  dudents,  feme  of  whom 
were  killed,  others  wounded,  and  the 
red  took  to  flight.  It  was  expc(5ted  that 
the  Rufltan  officer  would  have  been  cal¬ 
led  to  an  account  for  his  brutal  beha¬ 
viour  ;  but  we  fu\md  the  contrary,  for 
the  prior  of  the  convent  was  called  to  an 
account  fur  the  revolt  and  riot  of  the 
dudents.

.The  noble  refolutions  entered  into  by 
feveral  capital  merchants  of  this  city-to 
import  American  wheat,  muft,  it  is  be- 
li''ved,  more  effe<5IuaUy  ffrike  at  the  hor¬ 
rid  practice  of  forcilalling,  than  any  le¬ 
gal  pnwilion  that  can  be  made  againft  k, 

Fordyce’s  debts,  by  a  lift  juft  handed 
about,  amount  to  .^;2,c8ol.  of  which 
7o,occl.  are  'c.allcd  finall  debts,  and 
150,000!.  debts  of  honour,  being  the 
difilrencc  of  ftock  to  have  been  deliver¬ 
ed  the  1 6th  of  July.

The 
third  battallion  reprefented  the  fourth, 
fuppofed  to  be  that  of  the  French.  The 
battle  concluded  with  vidlory  to  the 
Faiglilh  ;  the  French  all  took  to  their 
heels,  after  overturning  their  guns 
which  the  britifli  troops  took  pofleflion 
( f,  a«  likewife  of  their  ammunition,  &c. 
and  brought  it  into  camp.  During  this 
engagementr  the  cannrm  on  both  fides 
were  fired  upwards  of  eight  hundred 
times.  General  Conway,  and  a  polite 
afl'embly  of  gentry  of  both  fexCvS,  were 
pleafed  to  exprefs  great  fatisfa^ion  from 
the  condu(^  of  the  whole,  and  the  moft 
cxirllent  appearance  that  both  officers 
and  foldicrs  made  on  the  occafion.

Twenty- eight  fhips  of  war,  compleat- 
ly  repaired,  are  now  lying  at  Spithead, 
waiting  for  failing  orders.

A  very  fpcedy  removal  is  talked  of  at 
the  ordnance  board.  The  place  of  fe- 
cretary  at  war,  it  is  alfo  ftrongly  affirm- 
will  be  Toon  vacant. 


It  is  faid  that  captain  Jones  wdll,  in  a 
few  days,  receive  his  majefty’s  pardon. 
He  has  promifed:  to  leave  England  and 
go  to  America,  where  he  will  have  an 
ap|>oiiitment  equal  to  what  he  had  here. 

A  few'  days  lince  was  difeovered  a 
new  coal  mine  on  the  eftate  of  his  grace 
the  duke  of  Northumberland,  at  a  place
